Tomb Of Columbus Found 


Mementoes Indicate His Burial Near 
Badajoz, Spain 

A commission sent by the Acad- 
emy of History to investigate what is 
claimed by some to be the tomb of 
Christopher Columbus, at Oliva de 
Jerez, forty-five miles south of Bada- 
joz, Spain, reported that there were 
traces in the Church of Santa Maria 
Grecia, indicating mementoes of Col- 
umbus. The commission als®, stated 
that a number of stones had been 
found with the inscription: ‘Here lies 
Christopherus ‘Sanchez Enriquez, 
Grand Admiral of the Oceans and 
the Lands hy Him Discovered, born 
1441,” Enriquez is contended by some 
authorities to have been the real 
name of Columbus. 


Canada’s Pociée Gateway 


Vancouver Rapidly Becoming One Ot 
North America’s Busiest Ports 

Ships in the port of Vancouver 
took 80,000,000 bushels of last year's 
Canadian grain crop for export to 
markets abroad. It is estimated that 
Vancouver's share of the record har- 
vest this year may be nearer 120,000,- 
000 bushels. This splendid shipping 
business out of Canada’s Pacific gate- 
way bas grown from 1,500,000 bush- 
els in 1921, As fast as new eleva- 
tor accommodation is made avail- 
able, an increasing volume of wheat 
from Alberta and the western part of 
Saskatchewan is being poured into 
ships on the Pacific Coast. Much of 
it is carried south through the Pan- 
ama Canal to Europe. Other grain- 
laden ships are heading out across 
the western ocean to Japan. Van- 
couver may well look forward with 
optimism to becoming one of North 
America's busiest ports. 

In addition to attracting an in- 
creasing proportion of the present 
Canadian wheat crop, !t is quite pro- 
bable that Vancouver will become the 
port of a magnificent new expanse 
of farming land in the Peace River 
country, north of Edmonton. The 
Peace River flows across northern Al- 
berta into Lake Athabasca. The 
farming country named after the 
Peace has an area of aboyt 47,000,- 
It ts, in part, in the same 
latitude as: Scotland and Denmark. 
Some of the settlers.in the Peace 
River country are raising wheat in 
crops of 70 bushels to the acre. 

Crop Estimate 

The Northwest Grain Dealers’ As- 
sociation estimates this year’s wheat 
crop at 558,459,600 bushels, and that 
of other grains as follows: Oats, 317,- 
714,800 bushels; barley 91,375,000; 
rye, 11,809,000, and flax, 5,079,200,

Largest Elevator Opened 
—-¥ 


New Terminal Elevator At Port 
Arthur Has Capacity Of 7,200,000 
Bushels 
The Saskatchewan Wheat Pool 
new terminal grain elevator with a 
capacity of 7,200,000 bushels was 
opened recently for operation. It is 
claimed that this elevator is the larg 
est single unit and the fastest oper- 
ating terminal elevator in the world 

This new elevator is served by 
both the Canadian National and Cana- 
dian Pacific Railways at the head of 
the Great Lakes. It. will be able te 
receive as many as 500 cars of grain 
per day during the rush season and 
has a capacity of 300 cars per day of 
ten hours, and will be able to ship out 
grain at the rate of 150,000 bushels 
per hour. 

The total length of the new eleva- 
tor, known as Terminal No, 7, is 1,344 
feet, and the width 226 feet. The 
elevator trackage provides space for 
225 loaded cars to be spotted at one 
time, ready for dumping by the five 
automatic car dumpers, each of which 
will completely unload a car of grain 
in ten minutes on the average. To 
take care of this immense volume of | 
grain there are 28 elevator legs to, 
take the grain to the top of the elev-| 
ator, from whence it is dumped into— 
the scale garners. 

The completion of this terminal, 
elevator gives the Saskatchewan 
Wheat Pool a total capacity of 22,- 
975,000 bushels at the head of the 
Great Lakes which, together with 4. 
2.000,900 bushel terminal elevator at 
Buffalo, and the space provided by 
the Pool country elevator system in 
Saskatchewan, will giev a total grain 
storage capacity of fore than 50,000,- 
000 bushels for the current crop year.

Saskatchewan's Most Northerly Farm. 


Located 150 Miles North Of 
Prince Albert 
Saskatchewan's most northern 
farm has been discovered. It is at 


the North Saskatchewan River. The 
mission farm is large, and grain has 
been grown there successfully for 
twenty years In the two decades 
there was damage by frost only three 
times, and then it was but partial 
This year there was a heavy crop of 
wheat and oats. All kinds of vegeta- 
bles and flowers are grown, also to- 
bacco. A herd of 65 head of cattle, 
16 horses, 100 hens and pigs are kept 
The farm and other mission buildings 
are electrically lighted and have run- 
ning water, in fact the whole eqcip- 
ment is equal to the most modernly 
equipped farm in the older settled 
parts of the province, and more self- 
sustaining.

Must Be Cut In Forested 
Country ° 

One of the most arduous and con- 
tinuous duties of a Canadian survey 
party in forested country is the cut- 
ting of the sky Hine. On either side 
of the line being. surveyed, be it 
boundary or anything else, the tim. 
ber is cut wide enough to give a clear 
opening to the sky of at least six 
feet. This means that the clearing 
is from ten to sixteen feet wide, or 
more, on the surface of the ground ac- 
cording to the nature of the Umber. 
Where the line passes through mus- 
keg covered with small stunted 
spruce, a party can average about 
two miles a day, but where heavy tim-
